FOUR FUR MEN 
ARE INDICTED FOR 
$00,000 FRAUD 


St. Louisans Accused by 
Arkansas U. S. Grand 
Jury of Using: Mails. to 
Swindle Trappers. 


THREE FIRMS AT. 
ONE ADDRESS 


A. W. Feigel and J. M. 
Scissors Arrested—R. E. 
Forbes and G, H. Rinker 
Are Others Involved. 


A specious mail fraud by which 
the victims were likely to be stung 
not once, but three times, is the 
basis alleged by the Federal grand 
jury at Little Rock, Ark., for an 


indictment upon which the police 
here today arrested Alexander W. 
Feigel, president of the Midwest 
Fur Co., and Jack M. Scissors, sec- 
retary. — 

Two other men, Ralph E. Foster, 
president of the Mason Fur Co., 
and Gaines H. Rinker, president of 
the Ford Bros. Fur Co., are also 
named in the indictment. Post- 
office inspectors charge that fur 
trappers in the Southwest have 
been defrauded of more than $50,- 
000 in the past ten years by these 
three firms. 

Feigel and Scissors were released 
on $2500 bond by United States 
Commissioner Atkins. Through 
Hans Wulf, their attorney, they de- 
nied the charges and. said they 
would resist extradition to Ar- 
kansas. The declared they were 
not now and had not been for some 
time connected with any of the fur 
companies mentioned in the indict- 
ments. 

Camouflaged Address. 

High flown, and extravagantly 
worded letters and circulars sent 
out by the three firms, as set forth 
in the indictment, show that the 
Midwest Fur Co. headquarters is at 
201 North Main street. The Mason 
Fur Co. is at Main and Pine streets. 
The Ford Bros. Fur Co, is at First 
and Pine streets. 

These addresses are identical 
and the different ways in which 
they are set forth by the three 
companies are used to give the im- 
pression that they are separate 
firms, the Government alleges. 
Postoffice inspectors say that when 
a customer became convinced that 
one firm was defrauding him and 
announced that he was going to 
sever relations, his name was 
promptly turned over to one of the 
others, so that he was likely to be 
the victim of the same scheme 
three times instead of one. 

Samples of “Literature.” 

Foster, who lives in Granite City, 
formerly was a mail carrier, ac- 
cording to inspectors, and was de-, 
tailed to a route among the fur 
houses in lower downtown St. Louis 
before he went into the business 
himself. Of him, ‘literature’ quot- 
ed in the indictment says that “he 
was a poor country boy who by 
conducting his business on a fair 
and honest basis came to be recog- 
nized as a factor in the world’s 
largest primary fur market.” It is 
stated that “he made good in a 
battle of wits with the fur sharks,” 
and that he is conducting business 
on such a basis that traders are 
certain to get the best prices for 
their furs.” 

The Mason company, in one of 
its letters, states that it “has 
weathered the storms of broken 
markets, Wars, rebellions, pesti- 
lence and cyclones and has stood 
the test of time,” while Ford Bros., 
it is charged, uses the catchword 
“Everybody knows Ford.” 

This claim, the grand jury 
charges, is made “intending to 
profit and gain by the good ‘name 
of a nationally known citizen with 
the surname Ford.” 

Formed Protective Association. 

Each of the three compantes pe- 
riodically sent out letters to trap- 
pers offering them prices above 
the market for their ware, but the 
indictment charges that as a matter 
of fact furs were undergraded and 
the companies’ customers got less 
than other dealers would have paid 
them, 

Nevertheless, it is alleged, the 
men named in the indictment or- 
ganized the Trappers’ Protective 
Association, and in a paper pub- 
lished by the organization told of 
their detivities in heading off mis-

Assails Administration for 
Reducing War Debts 
While Neglecting Vital 
River Problem.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 7.— 
Senator James A. Reed, in a speech 
to nearly 10,000 persons in the 
auditorium here last night, made 
his first public utterance suscep- 
tible of the construction of a di- 
rect slap at Gov. Smith of New 
York, contending with him for the 
Democratic presidential nomina- 


tion. 

The Senator was cautious, but 
those familiar with the political 
conditions understood quite well 
that what he had in mind was to 
head off the growth of Smith sen- 
timent. 

At the conclusion of his usual 
lengthy analysis of the corruption 
in government, evidenced by the 
Teapot Dome revelations and all 
the accompanying disclosures lead- 
ing into the Republican Nationa: 
Committee, the Senator delivered 
one very significant paragraph. All 
he said was: “They (the people) 
know that those who have in the 
past, profited by corrupt organi- 
zations or evil influences cannot 
be trusted to resist those influ- 
ences or exterminate that corrup- 
tion. The times are ripe and rot- 
ten ripe for change. Let the 
change be complete and absolute.” 

Was Talking About Tammany. 

Reed, of course, was talking 
about Tammany and Gov. Smith. 
He refused after his speech to con- 
strue it in ‘plain, every day En- 
glish, insisting that his speech: as 
delivered must speak for itself, 
but his meaning was not lost on 
his audience, and there was a very 
noticeable reaction in the applause 
which these particular words 
elicited. 

After delivering that section of 
his set speech devoted to the sub- 
ject of corruption in government, 
Reed prefaced his concluding sen- 
tences, quoted, with his analysis 
of the public temper. “Against 
this condition of corruption the 
people are in revolt,”” he said. 

“They will not be satisfied with 
fine phrases of platforms. They 
know that promises are. easily 
made and that party managers al- 
+ways will declare that‘their can- 
didates are lovers of virtue and 
above the taint of suspicion. 


“The people have come to know 
that that kind of talk is common 
and cheap. They demand and 
have the right to demand = only 
those shall be named who, by their 
life work, have shown an abhor- 
rence of and resistance to every 
kind of corruption. 

“They want to know that the 
‘men whom they are to trust are 
free from every environment and 
influence which may embarrass 
them in the performance of the 
solemn duty to turn the rascals 
out and establish a Government 
devoted to the service of the Amer- 
ican people as a whole.” 

Discusses Flood Control. 

The larger part of the specch 
last night was a discussion of wat- 
erways and flood control, the Sen- 
ator criticising the Coolidge admin- 
istration plan as one of “waste- 
ful economy” and for his part ad- 
vocating a $1,000,000,000 bond is- 
sue and the acceptance by the 
Federal Government of full re- 
sponsibility for the correction of 
flood conditions.

Hughes said he had the informa- 
tion from W. E. O’Connor, Deputy 
Commissioner, who led five city 
detective squads to the kidnapers’ 
rendezvous. Hughes would not say 
where the capture was made nor 
name -the kidnapers. 

The chief of police of Dundee, 
Ill., said he understood the Chicago 
detectives missed the kidnapers by 
about two hours, but found evi- 
dence that Gayner had been held 
captive in a cottage on the Higgins 
road about three or four miles east 
of Dundee. 

The automobile seized bore a li- 
cense tag issued in the name of 
Lawrence Rappole or Rattold of 
Palatine, Ill., he said. 

It developed that Rappole or 
Rattold reported that his automo- 
bile had been stolen 10 days ago. 
His car was one of three seized at 
the rendezvous of the kidnapers. 

While the police would not dis- 
close the place of capture, it was 
known that they went to Dundee, 
1ll., and arrested two men, later 
going to another point where the 
actual rescue of Gaynor is thought 
to have been effected. 

O’Connor in his report to Com- 
missioner Hughes said he thought 
the captured men were responsible 
for other kidnapings in Chicago, 
including that of.
